An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1 .3 12.

The application has been amended as follows: 

(i) Claims 16-19 have been cancelled. 

Rejoinder of Inventions 

Claims 1-15 are allowable. The restriction requirement mailed August 1 1, 2006, included 
an election of specie requirement among four differing species (Species I- IV). ^ 

Claims 6, 1 0 and 1 1 were previously withdrawn as it pertained to the species portion of 
the restriction requirement. 

It is noted, however, that since generic claim 1 was allowed, claims 6, 10 and 1 1 , which 
depend directly or indirectly from claim 1, have been rejoined and hence allowed. More 
specifically, claims 6, 10 and 1 1 have been rejoined, examined on the merits, in addition to 
matters of form, including Title 35 to the United States Code, sections 101, 102, 103 and 112, 
to each previously grouped invention, and allowed, in toto. 

The restriction requirement as it pertains to the election of species MVis hereby 
withdrawn. 
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In view of the above noted withdrawal of the species portion of the restriction 
requirement, applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the 
present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutoiy 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application, as it pertains to the species 
portion of the restriction. 

Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no 
longer applicable. See Jn re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 121 1, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971).
